With Only 25,000,000 gallons of 
(water, less than a half day’s supply 


reserve, and with the pumps sup- 
more than one-half the 
needed, the danger of a water 
famine continued imminent Tuesday, 
[although pressure was better equal- 
‘zed throughout the city than it was 
Monday afternoon. 

Water Commissioner Wall, 
spending most of the night at the in- 
take tower, the seat of the difficulty, 
appeared at his office in the city hall 
at 10 a. m., and declared that the sit- 
vation Was no less critical than it 
had been. He returned to the Chain 
‘of Rocks soon afterward, and was en- 
couraged to learn that another gate, 
known as the emers gency gate, 
about to -be opened by the tower 
force. This, he hoped, would greatly 
increase the flow. 

Three Pumps Working. 

Three pumps, and for a part of the 
time only two, were at work. The mia- 
chinery in perfect order, but low 
water and the clogging of the stream 
by ice at the intake tower has so re- 
duced the flow that there has not been 
encugh water to keep more than two or 
pumps busy. Including the 
40,000,0-gallon centrifugal pump, the 
city has at the Chain of Rocks six 
bumps, capable of pumping — 180,000,000 
gallons daily—if they can get the water. 
The city’s normal consumption does 
not exceed 90,000,000 gallons a day, but 
this has increased by much cold 
weather waste, from faucets left run- 
ning all night, to 150,000,000 gallons 
or more, Unless this waste can be 
stopped, department officials say, the 
supply may yet fail. 

At noon three pumps were running 

a rate of about 70,000,000 gallons 
day. It was hoped that the open- 
ing of the emergency gate would 
make it possible to pump at a 90,- 
000,000-gallon rate. The low stage 
on the reservoirs 1s one of the chief 
sources of alarm to the department 
officials, the Compton Hill reservoir 
being practically dry, and the supply 
elkewhere not exceeding 25,090,000 
gallons. 

Everything now depends on the 
cess of efforts to keep the 7-foot tun- 
nel, which leads from the intake to the 
land, clear of ice, and on the stage of 
water in the river. The stage of the 
water was 76.5, which is 3.5 below the 
normal, and two of the upper intake 
gates are 14 feet above the water. The 
gorge near Grafton is believed to have 
lewered the river’s level several feet. 
Plans for dynamiting this gorge are be- 
ing discussed, not without fear that such 
action might imperil boats on the river 
Lanks, and even the bridges, particu- 
larly t..c uncompleted free bridge.

The Equitable Building, erected 
long before the era of steel sky- 
scraper construction, was for sev- 
eral years the tallest business edi- 
fice in New York City. Although 
but eight stories, it towered above 
10 and 12 story modern buildings 
because of the generous high posted 
ceilings on every floor. 

Constructed of huge” granite 
blocks and with girders of immense 
timbers, it was built to endure for 
ages. Its very massiveness, aside 
from its height, made it for a 
number of years the show building 
of the city. It was the first office 
building to have elevatiors. 

The ground on which the build- 
ing stood is almost exactly one 
acre. 

The building and land in 1911 
were assessed for $12,100,000—the 
second largest assessment in New 
York. 











GUURT ORDER 10 
FORGE UNIVERSAL 
IRANOFER ASKED 


United Railways Would Be Sub- 
ject to Contempt Charge If 
It Disobeyed Them. 





A court order on the officials of the 
United Railways Co., directing them to 
issue universal transfers, instead of con- 
tinuing the present limited transfer sys- 
tem, is asked by the city in its man- 
damus suit, which Judge Grimm will 
hear Friday. 


If such an order should be issued, the 
company would have to obey; or its of- 
ficials would be subject to punishment 
for contempt of court. An appeal on 
the company’s part would be the only 
way of staying summary punishment. 

The Central Traction franchise ordi- 
nance, whose provisions are held to ap- 
ply to all the United Railways lines, re- 
quires the company to’ give transfers 
“so as to transport passengers by a con- 
tinuous trip from any point on the sys- 
tem to any other point on the system.”’ 

Court Order Is Only Way. 

The ordinance provides no penalty for 
failure to comply with this provision, 
and hence the only way of enforcing it 
is by a court order. 

City Counselor Walther file@ the man- 
damus sult Monday afternoon. Associ- 
ate Counselor Baird assisted in its prep- 
aration. 

It will belbset forth in the argument 
that the company has never lived up to 
the universal transfer requirement, and 
that only a few lines, under certain con- 
ditions, issued a second transfer. These 
are chiefly the Grand and Taylor lines. 
The Public Service Commission recent- 
ly made a report to the Assémbly on 
the transfer situation, and stated that 
487.18 miles of track were inaccessible 
for a single fare, under 
transfer system, from certain points on 
other lines. 

Ordinance Is Objected To. 

If the mandamus suit fails in its ob- 
ject of bringing about universal trans- 
fers, the Assembly may be asked to 
pass an ordinance establishing such a 
system. ; 

This would carry fines. The objection 
to such a plan is that other ordinances, 
resting on the principle of police court 
fines, have not been effective, and that 
the public wants transfers, and not fines.

REMEDIES” FOR 
“SIEK” POLIGEMEN 


|Hereafter When They Report Ill 
Department Surgeon Will 
Go to See Them. 








Quinine, paregoric, toothache drops 
and other “remedies” will not be valid 
excuses for dizziness or drowsiness 
in the Police Department after the 
new efficiency system of medical su- 
pervision is in full operation under 
Dr. H, N. Moore, the new police sur- 
geon. 

Startling results from the use of 
these and cther drugs have been re- 
ported frequently by policemen who 
were before the Board on charges of 
intoxication, but the happy days of 
“home remedies” for colds and in- 
somnia will soon be gone. The new 
system will be modeled after that of 
New York, where a policeman is not 
permitted to take any kind of medi- 
cine unless advisea by a police phy- 
sician, 

Dr. Moore’s first official duty will 
be the physical examination of 150 
patrolmen of the “A” class, who are 
eligible for premoticn to the rank of 
sergeant when three vacancies exist. 

Besides examining applicants for pro- 
motion or appointment, Dr. Moore will 
visit each policeman who reports sick, 
lust to make sure that the “home 
remedies’? have not been at work again. 
This visit will be free to the policeman, 
as such professional service is included 
among the duties for which the police 
‘surgeon draws $2000 a year. Should the 
policeman desire to retain the police 
physician, however, he must pay for fur- 
ther visits.

ONCE OVERCOME BY GAS 


Police Are Told of Young Ger- 
man Girl Who Was Fre- 
quent visitor There. 





With two knife wounds in his chest, 
&® gash across his abdomen and his 
pockets wrong side out, Pasquale Santa- 
luccia was found murdered in a room 
back of his grocery at 912 High street, 
at 5:30 a. m. Tuesday. 

Near him were a butcher knife and 
a pool cue, stained crimson. On the 
floor behind the counter lay a loaded 
revolver. The cash till had _ been 
emptied and left on the counter. 

The tragedy was discovered by Joe 
Piccione, a baker, when he went to 
the store to deliver bread. He saw 
Santaluccia’s body lying in the doorway 
leading from the store to the little room 
in the rear, where the grocer had 
lived. -Piccione called Patrolman Spilker. 

Santaluccia was fully clotned and his 
bed had not been slept in. No money 
was found either in his clothing or in 
the store. 

Mrs. Mary Ullo, who lives above the 
store, told the police she saw Santaluc- 
cia in the yard at 9 p. m. Monday. A 
policeman reported that at 1 a. m. the 
doors of the store were locked and a 
light was burning in the rear room. No 
light was burning when Santaluccia’s 
body was found. 

Morris Gross and Harry Kowalski told 
the police Santaluccia had been in the 
habit of entertaining women at night. 
This was corroborated by Santaluccia’s 
uncle, Charles Mareno of 928 Wash 
street, who said a frequent visitor to 
the store at night was a German girl 
who said her home was at Vandeventer 
avenue and Morgan street. Mareno did 
not know her name. 

Santaluccia was found overcome by 
gas and almost dead, in. the room back 
of his store, Oct. 23 last. His two cats 
were dead under the bed. A gas heater 
in his room and two jets in the store 
were open. 

The same baker who found Santaluccia 
dead Tuesday found him when overcome 
Ly gas. 

Santalueccia had told his neighbors 
that he had a wife and four children in 
Italy.

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RUSSIANNOTETO 
PHINA TAKES AWAY 
OUTER MONGOLIA 


Insists on Recognition of Kutuk- 
tu of Urga as Independent 
Monarch. 





PEKING, Jan. 9.—Developments in the 
situation in China today were a renewal 
of hostilities and the demand of the 


Russian Government that China recog- 
nize the independence of outer Mon- 
golia. 

In addition to requesting China to 
recognize the Kutuktu of Urga as mon- 
arch of Outer Mongolia, the Russian 
Government has notified China that the 
independence of Outer Mongolia must be 
recognized at once, as concerns internal 
affairs. 

The note adds that Russia will assist 
tie Mongolians in maintaining order 
and intends to build a railway from 
Kiakhta, Siberia, to Urga. Henceforth 
China will not be permitted to maintain 
military forces or send colonists to Out- 
er Mongolia, but may retain control of 
external relations. To this note China 
has made no reply. 


Peace Terms Accepted by Yuan’s Rep- 
resentative and Rejected by Yuan. 


SHANGHAI, Jan. 9.—The terms of- 
fered by the Republicans to the Man- 





chus, as agreed upon by Wu Ting Fang 
and Tang Shao Yi, at the last meeting 
of the peace conference prior to Fang’s 
resignation, which were telegraphed to 


‘Yuan Shi Kai yesterday, stipulate: 


1. The Emperor will be treated with 
all the dignity of a foreign sovereign on 
Chinese soil. 


2. The Emperor shall have @ residence 
at Jehol, or at the summer palace. 

8. The Emperor shall have a liberal 
allowance settled on him by the na- 
tional assembly. 

4. All ancestral tombs and temples 
will be secured intact to the Manchus, 

5. The lives, property and wealth of 
the Manchus will be protected. 

6. The Manchus, Mohammedans, Mon- 
gols and Tibetans shall be treated as 
private citizens and their private prop- 
erty protected. 

7. The Banners will continue to re- 
ceive the same pensions as heretofore 
until a comfortable living is found. 

8. Former restrictions on liberty of 
trade and freedom of residence will be 
removed. 

9. The Imperial princes 
their titles and property. 

There is reason to believe that the 
EXmperor’s allowance has been fixed at 
10,000,000 taels yearly, about $6,500,000.

This provoked a storm of disapprov- 
ing cries and laughter.

Remarkable. Surgical Operation, 
Restores Sight to Blind Man. 


PARIS, Jan. 9.—An important operation 
in eye surgery, the grafting of a hu- 
man cornea, has been successfully per- 
formed by the oculist, Dr. Magitot. He 
showed before the Academy of Sciences 
today a patient who had become blind 
by the splashing of quicklime in his 
eyes. A thick film formed over the 
cornea. 

Dr. Magitot cut a smali window in the 
opaque mass and grafted a portion of 
the cornea from the living subject. Ad- 
herence of the tissues was complete in 
a week. The patient’s vision {s about 
one-tenth normal—sufficient to get about

MW..c.fINGTON, Jan. 9—When Philip 
Hi iborn. filed suit here against his 
young and beautiful wife, public atten- 
tio. Was drawn to her elopement last 
vear with Horace Wylie, who deserted 
his wife and children to fly with her. 

The divorce suit has opened the door 
to the discovery that the most sensation- 
al part of the --.ndal thet deeply stirred 
capital society is being enacted nov. 
This climax followed a remarkabie : eries 
of developments which always will make 
the Wylie-Hichborn stor- one to rans 
with the most unusual of jove tales. 

The Post-Dispatch learns that Wylie 
and Mrs. Hichborn are together in the 
South of Europe now. They have taken 
steps to sever all connections with the 
world they once knew. They reached 
the decision to spend the rest of their 
lives together after careful considera- 
tion following their first flight. Be- 
fore they reached this final determina- 
tion Mrs. Hichborn, who wanted to be 
sure that no mistake would be made, 
caused Wylie to leave her abroad, re- 
turn to this country, become reconciled 
with his wife and live with her for five 
months, so that he might definitely 
know if his happiness la: in being 
back with his family or if he felt a de- 
sire to return to the woman with whom 
he had fled. 

Could Not Be the Same at Home. 

Wylie made the experiment: Try as he 
might to be the husband and father that 
he once had been, the temptation Mrs. 
Hichborn held for him was too strong 
to be resisted. So he went back to her. 

But before he went he transferred to 
his wife and children all his extensive 
Washington real estate holdings, 
amounting to something like $300,000, and 
settled upon her half of his personal 
estate, her share coming to more than 
$100,000. Then he resigned from those 
clubs from which he had _ not ~ been 
dropped, and, eluding pursuers, went to 
Europe by way of Boston. He was joined 
last November by Mrs. Hichborn, who 
had sailed from Montréal. 

About a month ago the two were seen 
ir. Winchester Cathedral, seemingly 
Wrapped up in each other. They were 
Known as Mr. and Mrs. Henry Wise. 
Since they have been met in Paris and 
on the Riviera. 

In the method chosen by the two to 
satisfy themselves as to where their 
happiness lay, Mrs. Hichborn wished to 
put herself as well as Wylie to the test. 
She was to learn if she could not be 
contented with her husband. Those who 
were in close confidence say the voung 
woman's mind was moved bv her read- 
ing of an erring husband and wife in 
the English nobility, who were forgiven 
and permitted to.return to their homes, 
only to desert them again when they 
found their first impulse was the true 
one. The wide gossip their elopement 
hagi cause4l was a factor also in the plan: 
that she insisted upon putting into exe- 
cution. If they found their flight had 
the outcome of a momentary in- 
fatuation, the opportunity to rectify the 
error would be gained. If they decided 
that each wanted the other more than 
they wanted the good opinion of the 
vorld, there could be a second flight.

Admiral’s Wife Blocked Plan. 

Wrvrliie’s return to his family Was so 
open and the story so widely circulated 
that it had the desired effect of hush- 
ing gossip. He carried out this plan as 
conceived, but Mrs. Hichborn was not So 
successful. 

When she returned to this 
last spring it was reported that she was 
to be reunited te her husband. Her 
beauty and charm always had held him 
a captive and it generally was believed 
that he would consent to receive her 
arain. But his mother, the wife of Ad- 
mirat Hichborn, and his sister, Mrs. 
Martha Hichborn Blaine Pearsall, would 
not hear of a reconcillation. 

When she found that her ‘‘trial recon- 
ciliation’” was made impossible by the 
opposition, Mrs. Hichborn awaited the 
outcome of Wylie’s experiment.

‘Nothing More Serious?’’ He 
Asks, When Arrested as New 
Westminster Bandit.

NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—A tall, 
dressed man, carrying a heavy 
Walked down Amsterdam avenue past 
134th street yesterday afternoon. As 
he approached 133d street four men who 
had been following him closely behind 
leaped upon him. ‘His arms were pin- 
ioned behind his back, his cane 
wrenched from him and he was 
searched. 

“You are wanted for taking that $253,- 
0) from the safe of the branch of the 
Bank of Montreal at New Westminster, 
bB. C..” said Detective Dominick Rielly, 
the leader of the four men, after the 
tall stranger had been shackled. 

“Nothing more serious than that?” 
asked the prisoner calmly. He adinitted 
that he was John McNamara, alias 
Australia Mack, who has been arrested 
in six cities for burglary, but never has 
been convicted. 

Extradition Papers Ready. 

Detective Rielly ana nis aides, one 
of them Supt. Thornhill of the Pinker- 
ton Detective Agency, took McNamara 
to police headquarters where papers 
asking his extradition to Canada on a 
burglary charge were waiting. Chief 
Magistrate McAdoo had signed a war- 
rant and the British consul had been 
asked by the New Westminster police 
to take charge of the prisoner. 

There is no other record at police 
headquarters of robbery in which 
large amount was stolen as in the rob- 
bery of the New Westminster Bank. 
On the night of the robbery the build- 
ing was securely locked. A Chinese 
watchman was on duty. There was no, 
other person in the building. Shortly 
after midnight two men, heavily 
masked, suddenly opened the main door 
of the bank, seized the watchman by 
the throat, tied him with a heavy ruope, 
gagged him and locked him in the 
baseinent of the building 

The burglars went to an empty upper 
room, usually occupied by a clerk. Bed- 
ding and rugs found in this room were 
carried downstairs to the safe, set into 
the brick wall. With an electric contri- 
vance that bored away the brick they 
made a space large enough to continue 
operations on the steel side of the safe. 
It was covered with bedding to stifle 
the noise and then dynamited. Gold, 
silver and bundles of paper money were 
jammed into bags fashioned from mat- 
tress ticking and into pillow cases and 
carried to an automobile waiting near 
the bank. All the while a policeman 
was in a building adjoining the bank 
building and less than 20 feet from the

It makes no difference to him that this 
is ordinarily the most wearisome of long 
flights, extremely apt to witness every- 
body hating everybody else many, many 
hours before the journey’s end is 
reached. He has seen what could come 
to pass in such an environment, and So, 
rubbing the magic Aladdin’s lamp that 
shines upon the pathway of all true 
dreamers, he makes these things come 
to pass, adding a great store of clean 
end wholesome fun to the general gay- 
ety of nations. 

A big and fashionable Monday night 
audience at the Century was very grate- 
ful to Playwright Hughes for doing this. 
It was grateful for the excruciatingly 
comical travesty type of a Pullman por- 
ter played by Willis P. Sweatnam in the 
broadest spirit of blackface humor. It 
was grateful for the eloping couple who 
Loarded the sleeper in such a hurry that 
they hadn’t the time to find a clergy- 
ran for the tying of the nuptial knot, 
Ann Murdock and Joseph Yanner por- 
traying this diverting pair. 

It was grateful for the burlesqued 
train conductor of Thomas H. Walsh's 
k66n picturing, also for the train 
butcher, similarly played in his degree 
by Frank Dee. It was gratefu] for the 
chronically inebriated Jimmie Welling- 
ton, hastening to Reno to get the law’s 
release from his well-beloved but ex- 
asperatingly “‘rapid” wife, this amusing 
gentleman being shown in the flesh—and 
a lot of flesh, at that—by Sidney Green- 
street. 

It was grateful for Mrs, Wellington, 

bound on the same Reno pilgrimage for 
the same reason and accidentally taking 
the same train as Jimmie, Isabel Rich- 
ards breezily presenting this part, It 
was grateful for the luggage-burdened 
young Englishman of Wilifred Sea- 
gram’s playing, and for the Rev. Dr. 
end Mrs. Walter Temple, on their first 
vacation In 30 years, excellently depicted 
by Charles Abbe and Lottie Alter. 
It was grateful—but indeed there’s no 
use calling the entire muster-roll of the 
goodly company whom Playwright 
Hughes has assembled in the Pullman 
Sleeper where the complete and vera- 
clous story of his charming little farce is 
told. It’s an uncommonly clever com- 
pany along the superficial lines demand- 
ed by the play, and it greatly endeared 
itself to Monday night’s house, a little 
nonsense now and then being relished 
by the wisest men. 


And it ts in this dominant key of sheer 
nonsense that the plot of ‘“‘Excuse Me” 
is pitched from start to finish The 
story has all the impossibilities permis- 
£ible to farce. But it has, as well, that 
captivating atmosphere of plausibility, 
the plausibility that remains in evidence 
throughout all competent parodies of hu- 
man nature, which is the vital essence 
of true farce. 


Rupert Hughes has done e@ good piece 
of work in this instance, and his lucky 
star remained tn the ascendant when a 
company was chosen for the playing of 
his play. This combination of a light- 
hearted playwright and a light-hearted 
troop of players ts an irresistible cem- 
bination for fun. 

The scenic setting of “Excuse Me,” 
showing in the first and third acts the 
interior of the Pullman sleeper; tn the 
second act the interior of the combina- 
tion car on the same train, and, just for 
8 moment following the rise of the third- 
act curtain, an outside glimpse through 
the Pullman windows as the sleeper’s 
occupants are rising “in the cold gray 
dawn of the morning after,” is singular- 
ly faithful, adding much to one’s enjoy- 
ment of the play.
